The Strength and Position of Fort

As this Is tha gpot where Captain Ander
son and his little band are to meet the shock
of South Carolina, sine the abandonment of
Fort Moultria, we presume our readers will
be interested In the following description of
the defenses: ' f ' ' '

Fort Sumptet is built upon an artificial
island at the entrance of the harbor. Tbe
foundation being of stone, it must b6 of the
strongest nature. That portion of the fort
above the watr-lin- e is of brick and concrete
of tbe most solid character. Its plan is a
truncated pentocon, with one side parallel
to the adjoining shore, thus presenting an
angle to the channel. Of the truncated
angles the eastern, western and northern are
simply formed into tt, while the
other two are formed of two small faces,
making an angle of about 15 with the sides
of the pentagon. At each intersection of the
mall laces is a sallyport.

barracfctyr.fbe privates, mess hall, kitchen.

twa.
A woman, writing from Ellicolt's Mills,

thus describes the ancient seat of CarrolLof
Carrollton Donghoregan Manorand his
tomb. Xhe mansion is distant about fifteen
miles from Baltimore : ,

Entering the gateway we drove through a
noble avenne, planted on each side with
trees of every variety of kind and foliage,
which ten years hence will be in their prime,
and soon found ourselves in front of the
Carroll mansion, which is a long, comfort-
able two-stor- y building, terminated at tbe
north end by tbe handsome cbapel, which
has become famous as the repository of the
remains of the gallant old signer of tbe Dec-
laration of Independence.

His tomb is set in the wall on the left of
the altar, and presents a shield and scroll of
white marble, on which is carved in relief a
pen and roll of parchment, surrounded by
thirteen 'stars; a Latin inscription, appro
priate to ois great act, appears on a scrou in
tne center, iioiow tnis are some ngures in
6to relievo, representing: Fame with in
verted torch, and History guarding a

The chapel is cruciform, and contains a
handsome marble altar, some fine old pic-
tures, a good organ, and is decorated with
rich and beautiful windows of stained glass.
The floors of the two wings of the chapel are
elevated to a level' with the floor of the
sanctuary, and. contains some fourteen or
sixteen pews, which are occupied during the
religious ceremonies by the family of Mr.
Carroll and their friends. The body of the
church is paved with brick, and contains
about forty commodious pews, where his
slaves, who aro carefully instructed in the
Catholic faith, sit and kneel.

Moulirie was Evacuated—Charleston

to the West Side Fortifications of the
Fort—The Condition of the Fort After
Major Anderson's Retreat—The Guns to
be Unspiked and Remounted.

Charleston December 31. Tha CharW
ton Courier, of Friday, anvs that Mninr An
dcrson has schieved tne unenviable distinc-
tion of opening civil war between American
citizens, by an act of grofs breach of faith,
and that he has virtually and grossly vio
lated a solemn nledee. eiven bvhia Chief and

A These guns, as well as those constituting the
entire armament, were spiked before the fort
was uuauuoueu.

This iB the only damage done to the forti
fication further than the cutting down of the
flag-staf- f and breaking un of ammunition-wago- ns

to form ramparts on the walls of tbe
fort. Other particulars are given. ,

The confusion could not have been more
complete bad tbe late occupants retired ui
the face of a besieging foe. The entire place
was littered with the odds and ends and
fracmenta of war's desolation. The spiked
guns, aud those dismantled by tbo burning
of the carriages, will soon be in a position to
respond to every hostile demoustratloa
against the place.

AT WASHINGTON.

The Cause of Secretary Floyd's Withdrawal
The Understanding Between the President
and South Carolina—Gen. Scott Submits a
Plan for Blockading Charleston—It is not
Received Favorably by the President—Who

Voted for Crittenden's Proposition—Members

Withdrawing from the Committee of
w Mexico to be Admitted

as a State.

Washington, December 30. The ground
assigned for Secretary Floyd's resignation
was the "refusal or delay of the President to
consent to aa order withdrawing the troops
from Fort Sumpter. In the Secretary's opin-
ion this was incumbent on the Administra-
tion from the following circumstance!), with
a desire to avoid civil war and bloodshed: It
had been agreed by tho Administration that
there should be no change iu the condition
of things in Charleston harbor, and by
South Carolina that she would make no at-
tack on the troops or property of the United
States.

The movement of Major Anderson was a
violation of this solemn agreement, which
could not be repaired except by withdraw-
ing the troops, which measuro was thus de-

manded for tho honor of the Government.
While both branches of Concress are en
gaged in endeavors to settle the sectional
controversy, it was deemed the duty of the
Government to maintain relations of poace
with tho Southern States.

Mr. Floyd, it is said by his friends, soon
returns to Virginia to follow out his policy
to restrain, to. the extent of his power, any
act w hich will lead to bloodshed ; and exert
bimselt, it dissolution becomes inevitable,
to its reconstruction.

It is not certain that Maior Anderson and
forces will remain nt Fort Sumpter. They
will be remanded to Fort Moultrie, provided
that satisfactory assurances can be given
that they will not be there attackod by the
eoutn uaronnions.

There seem to bb reasons for the belief
that Gen. Scott, several days ago, submitted
to the President a plan, in writing, for the
OlocKauo ot l unrie8lon,rc-entorcin- jr slrougiy
all the Southern .garrisons, and, making
cllier military suggestions, this, however,
it is sain, was not received with tuvor.

The Committee of Thirty-thre- e, on Sat
urday, considered Mr. Nelson's proposition
lor amendments to tlio Constitution, ueinir
substantially those offered by Senator Crit
tenden.

On motion ofMr. Corwm, the Committee
Stiuck out tbe words "or hereafter required,"
so that a division of the line of 2G 30' may
lie applicable only to territory now held by
the United States.

Mr. Taylor, of Louisiana, remarked that
the decision thus readied made it clear to his
mind that there would be no arreement by
the Committee upon the propositions for the
adoption of amendments to the existing Con-
stitution, which would bo eflVclual for the
settlement of the issue now pending between
tne iwo great sections ot tne country, grow-
ing out of the slavery question, and, that in
consequence it wus- - bis purpose to take no
further part in the deliberations of the Com-
mittee, and it vtis his determination not to
vote upon any other proposition peudinir
before it
